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KPFA  DRAMA   FESTIVAL 

In  the  current  Folio  we  offer  a  heterogeneous  selection  of  drama  programs. 
Sources  vary  (BBC,  theater  cast  recordings,  our  own  productions)  ;  however,  the 
performances  are,  for  the  most  part,  uniformly  excellent.  Among  the  playwrights 
represented  are  Euripides,  Jonson,  Shaw,  Brecht  and  Eliot.  Indeed,  the  complete 
schedule  reads  like  an  informal  survey  of  Western  drama  (leaving  the  business  of 
chronology  and  classification  to  the  academicians).  If  these  plays  were  course 
assignments,  the  most  pleasant  piece  of  homework  would  probably  be  hearing  Joan 
Plowright  in  Wycherly's  comedy  of  cuckold-making,  "The  Country  Wife."  And, 
to  those  who  have  not  already  heard  the  Thomas  Mitchell-Mildred  Dunnock 
recording  of  "Death  of  a  Salesman,"  only  one  word  is  in  point:  listen.  Pacifica 
productions  include  the  Readers  Theater  version  cf  Brecht's  "Lucullus,"  Connacht 
Davis'  "The  Lotophagi,"  and  "The  Partridge  Dance"  bv  Paul  Verden,  produced 
for  KPFA  by  the  late  John  Leonard.  In  the  future  we  hope  to  present  an  increased 
number  of  original  drama  programs;  they  are,  after  all,  the  stuff  of  which  we 
can  be  most  proud.
